to wreck the hopes of the leaders to 
accomplish the principal aims o£ the 
meeting and be out of Washington by 
New Years. 


The French demand for a naval 


building program of 350.000 to^s of 
post-Jutland battleships by 1941 has 
been by far the most serious bar to 
an early termination of the confer- 
ence. 


•In addition to the difficulties 
pre- 


sented by the French naval 
demand, 


the far eastern situation likewise does 
not lend itself to optimism concerning 
a quick adjournment. 


China and Japan are still 
dead- 


locked over the Shantung 
negotia- 


tions and there has not been a meet- 
ing of t*he far east committee since 
the hurried adjournment was taken 
early last week following China's re- 
quest that the 21 demands be taken.

Woodrow Wilson has a feeling of the 
'deepest 
sympathy" 
for

Harding in the present international 
situation, it was stated to the Inter- 
natio^al ^'ewn Service bv a close per- 
sonal friend of the former president, 
who had just had i lon§ conversation 
with him legarding existing 
condi- 


tions. 


"Mr Wilson feels," said his visitor 


"that President Harding is getting into 
mu"h the same position that he him- 
self was in following his return from 
Paris— that he has labored Ijng and 
faithfully toward the ideal of world 
peace and now finds the fruits of his 
labors endangered by the hostile at- 
tacks of a small and disgruntled min- 
ority."

ington conference, according 
to his

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German Inability To Pay 


inability of the German government to meet its in- 


1 
demnity payments arranged for January and February has 


been acknowledged by Chancellor Wirth. The sums due reach 
a nominal total of 500,000,000 gold marks, altho credits al- 
ready allowed, it is estimated, will reduce the obligation to 
about 400,000,000 gold marks. The German note asserts that 
not more than 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 marks can be raised. 


Everybody who thinks about the situation at all knows that 


the inability which Germany pleads is real. 
The printing 


pi-esses of the republican government can manufacture paper 
marks without limit, but gold or its equivalent in value cannot 
be obtained so easily. O. P. Austin, statistician of the National 
City Bank, reported this month an estimate that the entire gold 
reserve in German banks consists of only 260,000,000 gold dol- 
lars. Yet under the schedule of payments agreed to last May 
Germany must find approximately that sum annually for a 
number of years. Obviously the gold does not exist. 


Two other methods are theoretically available. 
Germany 


might supply a sufficent quantity of material goods to provide 
the requisite credits. The state of international trade makes 
that impossible. Germany would have to flood the world with 
manufactured produts in order to attain a balance of exports 
sufficient to satisfy such obligations.

HE achievements of the Washington conference, which 


drew near a close with the announcement of the naval 


agreement Friday, are an evidence of what could be accom- 
plished by a frank, regular, and timely discussion of the defin- 
ite causes of international irritations. 
There has been no wholesale conversion of diplomats, who 


are supposedly as wicked as ever, but there has been a genet al 


- recognition of certain interests which the great powers have in 


common. These interests are, primarily, the reduction of the 


•** cost of armament and the avoidance of war. 
The conference 


has reduced the world's naval bills by a considerable amount, 


~, and it has at least minimized the danger of war. The struggles 
-£ of nations and individuals for markets and power will continue 
" as before, because that is the law of modern life, but it will be 
. somewhat less menacing to the innocent bystanders. 


The naval agreement, the four-power agreement relative 


to the Pacific islands, and the acceptance of the Root principles 
for China all alleviate conditions which left to themselves 
would have brot on war. It may be, as Bertrand Russell thinks, 
that war in the Orient cannot be prevented, but it is certain that 
it has been rendered less probable. The first steps have been 
taken toward the creation of an international commonwealth 


, which will not permit any part to advance its interests at the ex- 
- pense of the interests of the whole. This is not altruism so 


much as it is good bookkeeping. 


The commitments of the United States are as yet uncertain, 


but this element will have vanished by the time the Senate is 
thru with them. Apparently \ve have guaranteed the status 
quo in the islands, but not on the continental coasts of the Pa- 
cific, much as we would have guaranteed it everywhere had we 
ratified the league covenant and its Article X. A dialectician 
who hr.d read the Senate debates of last year would doubtless 
be able to find a difference in the nature of the guarantee, but 
in so fav as the treaty has a meaning the meaning is that we 
will ii'jt tolerate "unprovoked aggression" in the Pacific against 


» Japan, England, or France, or by any of those powers or any 
'* other power. 


The fafe of China and Siberia is still in doubt, altho China 
"'is to get back Shantung, including, if .she pays for it, the Shan-

A week's blasting with picric acid 


on the C. J. Martin farm, G'alena, con- 
vinces rural engineers of the 
Ohio 


State University that this war explo- 
sive is of practical use 
in 
blasting 


open ditches for farm drainage. 
On 


fields too small for the economical 
use of team and scraper, such ditches 
have been blasted at a cost 
of 34 


cents a cubic yard. The charge gener- 
ally made for team ditching 
is 
35 


cents a cubic; yard. 


The demonstrational experiments, 


just concluded, were attended 
by a 


number of Delaware County farmers 
who secured shipments of the picric 
acid when the government offered for 
sale a war surplus. No previous at- 
tempt, it is thot, had been made 
to 


blast ditches in Ohio, so a method of 
using the explosive had to be worked 
out. 


On the first day results were only 


moderately satisfactory, says Wendell 
P. Miller, extension engineer of 
the 


Tniversity, who conducted the work. 
Before the end of the week, however, 
the demonstrators were able to blast 
out evenly a ditch 13 feet wide and 
about 5a/2 feet deep. The dirt did not 
heap up at the sides of the ditch, as 
in te.im digginR, but was blown cleanly 
back a distance of about 40 feet on 
each side. 


This is the method worked out for 


picric ditching, as described by Pro- 
fessor Miller: 
"Along the middle of 


the line which the ditch was to take, 
\\o set a triple row of picric cartridges 
each containing between l',2 and 2 
pounds of the explosive. The cartrid- 
ges were placed 2 feet apart each 
way. 
Thus, 
discharging 
them 
in 


groups of 45, by means of a spark 
from a 32-volt baltery. we blew out 
cleanly 30 feet of ditch at each explo- 
sion.

The reason he sent all the way to 


Indianapolis for the rats. Dr. Lymaii 
told the reporter, is that a man in 
Columbus who used to raise the ani- 
mals has now gone out of the busi- 
ness. The reason he chose rats for 
the experiment, the professor said, is 
that, inside at least, rats are much, 
like human beings. 
"Dietetic experi- 


menters the country over," he declar- 
er, "find that food which 
makes 
a 


white rat gain or lose will 
produce 


corresponding results on a human be- 
ing. 


"In this experiment, two white rats, 


about half-grown, were fed a mixture 
of protein, starch, salts, yeast and 
fat. 
One received, in addition, butter- 


tat, the other cocoanut oil. 
Except 


for the different kinds of fat, the two 
diets were identical. 


"At tho end of three months, the 


butter-fed rat had doubled in weight 
while the one fed cocoauut oil weighed 
about one-fourth less than in the be- 
ginning. 
"The butter-fed rat was in 


thrifty condition thruout the experi- 
ment; the one fed cocoanut oil 
be- 


came diseased and died." 


Similar results on rats and guinea 


pigs fed a milk and vegetable, 
as 


opposed to a plain 
vegetable, 
diet, 


have been reported by Forsythe of 
Boston, and by McCollun of Baltimore.
